NEW YORK. N. Y.. June *J3.— Turf sport at 
Aqnodurt Thursday afternoon was stale of quality. 
Intel mitteiitly flat of wntest and unprofitable of 
finance. There were a few' keen incidents minded 
witii racing; niedipcrity. Smoke Screen broke a 
sprinting; record on a dull track. Sir Grafton over- 
turned a heavily supported family favorite in Tom 
McTapaart, and Captain Alcock won a goo<l mile 
race in an authoritative way. 

Six favorites W’ere beaten and embalmed. Two 
of the six were false ones — Superwoman aud Thun- 
derstonn. The other four were outrun or outclassed. 

The best race from the point of spectacle w’as 
tiie third, at a mile and a sixteenth, under claiinitu; 
lirice weights. A goml half dozen overshadow’ed 
by Tom McTapsrart and Sir Gr.afton w’ent to the 
post. Tom McTuRgart was a Ilildreth-Sinclair and 
Co. family plum of the iuciest kind. He w'as backed 
ns if thorougiily ripe and ready, though old Sir 
Grafton had his support, too. But It was not of 
great bulk or sharp authority. 

At the post Tom McTaggart was a stalwart 
favorite. Sir Grafton beat him in thrilling style. 
Tom McTaggart was well away. Sir Grafton was 
not. Sande placed the favorite behind Toucanet*s 
speed as he likes to place his horses: and when he 
W'as ready took Tom McTaggart to the front. 

In the stretch it looked as if Tom McTaggart 
would win- alone, but Sir Grafton — seven lengths to 
the bad on the big bend — was closing in a dogged 
way on the outside. Beating the horses in front of 
him one by one he was ready to tackle Tom Mc- 
Taggart below the eighth post. Sande sensed what 
was coming and sat down to ride for the money. 
He has never nnrse<I a horse better or hand ridden 
one more energetically than he nursed and rode Toni 
McTaggart. Gradually, however. Sir Grafton got 
to him nnd in the last ten strides caught and beat 
Tom McTaggart by a neck. He w'as going three 
feet to Tom McTaggart’s tw'o in the last fifty yards. 

TOM McTAQG ART’S LEGS FAIL. 

Tom McTaggart w'as a sprawling, w'eary horse 
at the finish. Hi.s repaired legs failed in the fin- 
isliing strain. Sande was as tired as Tom McTag- 
gart and much disap|>ointed. He threw' dow'n his 
w'hip in chagrin as he came back to weigh in and 
his woe was added to by a tW'o days’ suspension for 
interfering with Devildog on the turn. Had Tdm 
McTaggart w'on he might have been dis<]ualifled. 
There w’as nothing but the Sir Grafton-Tom Mc- 
Taggart duel about the race. The other four 
starters were never in real contention. Toucanet 
bled in the race after showing much speed and was 
pulled up. 

Smoke Screen’s record was made in the second 
race, the Friar Rock Highwoight Handicap at 
six and a half furlongs. The six starters were 

more or less respectable. Youth was served again. 
Major Cochran’s well balanced home-bred colt Smoke 
Scr^*»n W'as a niild second choice, w'ith R. T. Wil- 
son’s erratic Dimmesdale similarly estimated. Sea 
Mint was an uncertain favorite. Why. only the 
makers of such favorites can tell. Sea Mint beat 
the barrier and set a hot pace to the bend, w'here 
Siiiuke Screen got to and headed liim to w'In most 
easily at the finish in 1:17%, a new Aqueduct 
record, displacing the 1:18 of Maskette under 121i 
|H)unds in 1910, and of I.ieo<'hai'es, under 124 pounds, 
in 1917. It was a notable bit of speed, made 
without extra exertion in the last eighth. 

UNION STAKES TO WELLFIIJDER. 

The day’s stake w’as tlie Union Selling Stakes, 
worth $2,900 to the winner. Its field W'as not a 
good one. of eight horses of less than higli degree. 
Wellfinder has the best reputation and in spots h!s 
form was l>est. Yet the Salmon filly Siiperw'oman 
was made favorite. This w'as another choice with- 
out warrant — unless propaganda be sucli. Sui»er- 
w'omnn hadn’t w'oii this year and Biff Bang and 
Devildog had chased her home, and Flambette. 
Ivorian and Joan Marie had beaten her. Su|>er- 
w'oman cut no figure in the I'nion Selling Stakes 
race. Wellfin»ler. off well, w'as taken to the front 
at once by the alert and energetic Penman, the 
best of the new' riding material of the year, and 
kept there to win in a gallop b.v tw'o lengths from 
Tw'o Feathers, he a long w'ay before the well-named 
and diminutive Miss Petite. Some tw'elve lengths 
behind Wellfinder came Superwoman. Wellfinder 
wu* well backed by prudent and wise racing folks. 
It «*o8t the Whitney stable $1.50r» to keep Well- 
finder within its walls. A. B. Jordan bid him up 
from $2,500 to $4,000. 

Captain Ah-ock should have been a stout favorite 
for the fifth race, at a mile, for non-winners of 
$l.tMK) this year. Instead. Thunderstorm w’as 
<*hosen to beat him. Again turf prudence and w'is- 
dom were rewarded. Hol>ey Baker and tienie W. 
were the best of the other starters. Hobey Baker, 
away fast, led his horses most speedily, w'ith a first 
quarter in 23% seconds and a second one in 23%. 
Then the rapidit.v of his action brought him to rea- 
sonable spee^I and (Captain Ah'oek. which came down 
the course’s center fast, caught Holw»y Baker 
firing and beat him home by half a leugth. Genie 
W., I'oming into action fast herself near the end, 
was third, far aw'ay. 

Fred Biiriew is eminent with young horses. He 
had a large and fast roll to his preparatory credit 
of many years. His Light Brigade — Magic Lan- 
tern II. colt. Irish Brigadier — bad owning nomen- 
clature — wiiich had run two respectable races, won 
the opening tw'o-year-old sprint from the chute in 
fine style. He w'as respected in speculation, got 
off with adv.Hntage. under Keogh — a good rider of 
two -year -olds just now' — and beat Bravo and the 
listlessly ridden John E. Madden’s Broomflax, w'hich 
met some interferen<‘e. hut had no s^mrp brush 
of s{»eeU ill the closing sixteenth.

Wealth of Racing Material Insures Success 
for Meeting that Opens July 2. 



BUFFALO, N. Y., June 23. — One week from next 
Saturday the Niagara Racing Association w'ill in- 
augurate its first seven days’ meeting of the .veur 
at the course across the river, and eveiy thing points 
to one of the most brilliant gatherings in the his- 
tory of racing at the Fort Erie track. 

One big feature that goes to make successful rac- 
ing is plenty of horses, and in this reapt;ct the asso- 
ciation has received applications for more stable 
room than ever before. Indications are that when 
the bugle blows for tlie first race more horses will 
l>c quartered at the course than in any other year 
of the races at this ('anadian track. 

During the first seven-day meeting. July 2 to 
July 9, three of the list of six rich fixtures will 
be decided, viz., the Fourth of July Stakes, the 
('anadian Derby and the Niagara 8tnkfl|l, At the 
second meeting. August 8 to August 13, the Do- 
minion Handicap, the Iroquois Hotel Stakes and the 
E, W. Maginn Memorial Handicap will be run. 

For the above stakes a fine array of horses 
have been named, the list including some of the 
best thoroughbreds now’ in training. In the Cana- 
dian Dei by some twenty-one have been nominated. 
This race this year, for the first time in its history, 
is for three-year-olds bred in Canada. The cream of 
the home-breds have been mimed and everything 
points to a big field and an open rai’e. It is the 
consensus of opinion that in changing the conditions 
of the Derby nnd making only Canadian -bred horses 
eligible for the stakes the management has made a 
wise move, for this insures a big Held nnd an open 
contest, where heretofore one or two good three- 
year-olds have seared aw'ay the rest of the nomina- 
tions. and as a result the field was small. 

Garbed in fresh c*oats of paint the entire Port 
Erie plant now looks like a new institution. Work 
on improvements has been going on for several 
w'eeks past until the course has taken on a new 
appearance. 

The track itself is ready for the reception of 
horses. After w’eeks of hard work the track super- 
intendent has got the course in fine condition and 
today it is as smootli and level, almost, as a billiard 
table. 

There ia already a large colony of horses quar- 
tered at the track and from now on the arrivals 
daily will be large ones. Not a few owners will 
ship direct to Fort Erie to rest up for the coming 
meeting. When the day for the opening of the 
meeting arrives all sections of this country will be 
represented in the stable lists.
